tendance is 46 per cent. 
From that point as the cities 
grow larger the regularity 
of church attendance con- 
tinues to drop off to a low 
of 30 per cent in the larger 
centers of population. 


These telltale figures have 


started the committee which 
compiled them on a hunt 
for the reasons for the dis- 
parity and for ways and 
means to correct the condi- 
tion. If it is willing to face 
the facts its search will be 
brief. 


There is nothing mysteri- 


ous or inexplicable about the 
higher percentage per capi- 
ta and greater regularity of 
church attendance 
in the 


rural center than in the ur- 
ban center. Community life 
centers around the church in 
the small town and farming 
settlement. There is where 
the entire family finds its 
social life as well as release 
for its religious emotions. 
The church has a strong ap- 
peal for the rural type and 
temperament. 


It is different in the large 


city where the individual is 
starved for solitude rather 
than for social intercourse 
and uses his Sundays to steal 
away from the milling mob 
for 
a 
few quiet hours. 


Whether the urbanite is less 
religious than his country 
cousin none can say with 
certainty. 


If the city churches pro- 


pose to lure the straying 
lambs back to the fold by 
cushioned pews, better ven- 
tilated churches, shorter ser- 
mons and other populariza- 
tion schemes, their efforts 
will end in failure.

Department of commerce 


statistics prove that Instal- 
ment buying today is in the 
same ratio to cash sales as 
during the prosperity era 
and that credit losses in this 
field have been surprisingly 
small compared with other 
credit losses.

of misplaced confidence. Al- 
though the least was expect-

Juat "Dad' 
Popular fancy also tagged John 
D., with the title of "richest man 
in the world"—as It had many an- 
other—but so far as his son was 
concerned the father was simply 
"dad." 


Said the son: "My father is the 
most Interesting man I have ever 
known." 
His life show* he looked to his 
father for guidance, but the fath- 
er never exerted a curbing hand 
of authority. 
When it cams time for the son 
to go to work, he was given a 
desk in his father's office. There 
were no instructions. 
"Apparently It was his inten- 
tion," said the son, "that I should 
make my own way." 
Ready to Catch Him 
It was a case of trial and error 


In the business world for the son, 
with the father standing behind 
the scenes but ready to steady him 
if he should trip. 
The father allowed him to trip 
on at least one occasion, and the 
son turned to his father for aid.

But even with his distracting 
work in financial marts, he guides 
his own children in the ways of 
his father. They are given a small 
allowance and guarded from the 
public hero worship that attaches 
to wealth.
